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BURIED IIN A SEWER 


FRITZ WILDER LOSES HIS LIFE 


WHILE 


Walking In a Small Side Sewer on 


Mattie 
Street In Golden 


Gate. 


Fritz Weilder, a sewer 
contractor, 


was buried alive by a cave-in of a sewer 
at Golden Gate yesterday 
afternoon. 
There was no o p ^ in the neighborhood 
at the time of trfc^ accident and when 
he was found nearly an hour later he 


was dead. 


Weilder had the contract for build­ 


ing a sewer to connect the residence 


of J. R. Williams on Mattie 
street, 
Golden Gate, with the main 
district 
sewer. 
T h e excavations had been 
made and Weilder had a consultation 
with Mr. Williams at 10 o'clock in the 
morning about the work. 
Having de­ 
cided what was to be done Mr. Wil­ 
liams went into the house and Weilder 1 


got down into the ditch to make an | 
examination as to the location ol some 
connection. 
T h e last that was seen of 
hiin alive was when he was leaning 
over the bank 
with just his heels in 
sight. 


Mattie street is not a very frequently 
travel 
one, and no one happened to 
pass that way until Williams came out 


of his house about three quarters of an 
hour afterwards. 
Weilder had been 
working alone on the sewer, and there 
were no other men in the neighbor­ 
hood, so when Mr. Williams came out 


of his yard he was not surprised that 
no one was around the street. 
H e 
thought that Weilder had gone to the 


village for something. 


" BoTWhert^te'^WiniaTn's walked out 
t o look at the progress o f the work on 
the sewer he found that a poition of 
the 
bank had caved down into the 
ditch, and from under the pile o f dirt 
projected the legs ot a man. 
Mr. Wil­ 
liams immediately jumped 
into the 
ditch, and with a little effart pulled the 
man, who proved to he Weilder, out 
from ruder the pile of enrth. 


Wilder was dead and ha./ p;o' ibly 
..been caved on a very lew minutes after 


Mr. 
Williams went 
into the house 
three-quarters of an hour before. 


The amount of earth that had fallen 
on Wilder wa not very great, but had 
4bvered - him up to the waist and 
pinioned his arins-"in such a 
manner 
that he could not use them to (orce his 


w >y out. 
*No bones were broken and 
death had resulted (rom 
asphyxiation 
Wilder, was thirty-five years old. He 


lived on Summer street in Golden Gate 
where he l e a v e s ^ w i f e and a nine-year-

Pursuant to public notice given the 
members of the North 
Berkeley Im­ 
provement 
Club for the purpose of 
talking over matters 
pertaining to the 
welfare of that section of the town gen­ 
erally and the issuing of bonds for 
school houses particularly. 


There was a very good attendance 
and the members present fairly 
repre­ 
sented North 
Berkeley. 
They con 
sisted of men who have interests here 
in the way of property and want to see 
the government of Berkeky carried on 
in as economical away as possible and 
at the same time supply as many wants 
as its finances will allow. 


The main feature in the business of 
he evening, as foreshadowed, consisted 
in a discussion of the bond issuing 
proposiiion only as far as school houses 
are concerned. 
T h e issuing of bonds 


for a wharf was a side issue if it was an 
issue at a"ll. 
From the tenor of ideas 


of the different ones who expressed 
opinions it was gathered that there was 
danger ahead if the propositions here­ 
tofore advanced were attempted to be 
carried out. 
T h e concensus of opin­ 


ion 
was that the bonds for school 
houses should be voted upon in two 


ways. 
First there should be a chance 


given the voters to express their choice 
in having either a High School build­ 


ing or grammar and primary school 
buildings. 


School Director Robertson, who has 
paid 
considerable 
attention 
to the 
matter as far as school houses are con­ 
cerned, explained the business as he 


viewed it. H e did not favor the prop­ 
osiiion of making a segregation of the 
fund. 
T o divide it equally giving one- 
half of the amount a-,ked lor, namely 
$6o,ooo, for the purpose 01 erecting a 
high school building, wonhjjiot suit the 
ideas of those who were working 
par­ 
ticularly for that one point. 
Neither 
would $60,000 as the other portion be 
sufficient, 
according to his notion, for 
ihe balding of such grammar and pri­ 
mary school houses in case it was 
voted to go without a High School 
building. 


He thought that to erect such build­ 
ings as would be necessary for gram­ 
mar and primary school houses to re­ 


lieve the present pressure on the High 
School it would take $75,000. 
His 
explanations 
were 
well received by 
those present as it showed that he had 
taken more than a passing interest in 
the matter. 


The 
feeling of those 
present was 
pretty well concentrated upon the the­ 


ory 
that the grammar 
and primary 
school house proposition might be car 
ried, but it was extremely doubtful if 
the High School combined with the 
other grades would be likely to meet 
the views of enough voters to make it 
a law. 


A resolution was finally passed for 
presentation to the Board of Trustees 
this evening, asking them to make a 
division of the present proposition of 
voting for $ 120,000 for High School 
buildings and others of a lower grade, 
and make the two propositions, each 
one asking for $60,000. 


Whether the Board will take any 
action upon the matter 
remains to be

THE FAITH CURE. 


The Legislature at its next session 
•nauld enact a law making it a crime 
no.less than murder for any person or 
persons in whose home a person is 
sick, if they do not call in a physician. 
There is. scarcely a day passes but 
what a death is reported where the 
life of the person might have been 
saved had a physician been called in, 
bat because the person who was sick 
believed in the Faith Cure or Christian 
Science, or bdause their relatives be- 
*lieved in it, no physician was called, 
and consequently the sick person died. 
This i& something that the law should 
put a stop to just as soon as possible, 
before more lives are lost through this 
foojkh fanaticism. 
For several weeks the Oakland 
. press has been chronicling the condi- 
- tion of Marie J. Smith, the daughter 
Of* missionary who is following his 
profession in China. 
She has not been 
allowed- by her mother to have any 
physician or any medicine. 
All sh° 
. could have was the prayers of herself 
And of her mother, and of such friends 
as cared to include her in their devo­ 
tions. 
Now the young woman is dead 
and her death is no doubt due to a 
lack of medicines and a physician's 
care. 


At Beulah there has been a home 
established for the leaching of the 
faith cure. 
It is supported by Mrs. 
Carrie Montgomery, a wealthy Salva­ 
tionist of Oakland, who is spending 
her wealth in doing good to her fellow 
creatures, but who has the faith cure 
wheel in her head. 
If she would turn 
her faith cure establishment into a 
hospital where worthy women could 
go and receive medical and surgical 
attendance she would be doing much 
rnore-good. 
She is a strong Salva­ 
tionist and believes in all of its articles 
and declarations, one of which is that 
all applicants for officers in the army 
must undergo a thorough medical ex­ 
amination. In fact there is not an in­ 
surance company in the country that 
requires as complete a bill of health 
and family record as does the Salva­ 
tion Army for its officers. 


This being the case it is hard to 
conceive why Mrs. Montgomery, whose 
opinions carry great weight in the 
army, can countenance such a foolish 
and dangerous ism as the faith cure. 
The Christian Science is even worse 
for it to a great extent is believed in 
and practiced by ignorant people and 
for money. 
This matter should be 
agitated until a law is passed forbidding 
it and making it a crime. 


T H E people of North 
Berkeley held 


a mass meeting last evening to talk 


over the school 
bonds, and it seemed

000 for schools 
will carry. 
We are 
aware that there are quite a numlicr of 
people who think that two or three 
years from now will be plenty of time 


to vote bonds lor a High 
School, but 


we believe that the majority 
of these 
people will vote for the High 
School 
proposition 
rather than to lose the 
grammar schools and the wharf. All 
three of the prepositions are needed 


and should carry and we believe that 
they will. 
We know that if the people 


of every part of the town 
will work to­ 
gether'the bonds for all three proposi­ 
tions will carry and Berkeley 
will not 


only be looked upon as a thriving com­ 
munity, but it will be one.
